Summary 

The  November  1  estimates  of  apple,  pear,  and  citrus  production  did 
not  differ  materially  from  the  estimates  made  as  of  October  1. 

The  seasonal  decline  in  western  apple  prices  at  New  York  and  Chicago 
during  the  last  3  weeks  of  October  was  relatively  greater  this  year  than 
last  largely  because  of  the  heavier  domestic  shipments  of  western  apples, 
and  the  larger  cold-storage  holdings  of  ire  stern  apples  on  November  1.  Total 
rail  and  boat  shipments  of  western  apples  (which  include  those  western  ap- 
ples exported  in  fresh  form)  were  only  slightly  greater  than  a  year  earlier 
during  this  period  but,  since  exports  of  fresh  apples  were  considerably  less 
than  a  year  ago,  domestic  shipments  were  considerably  heavier.     Nearly  1.5 
times  as  many  western  apples  were  unloaded  at  New  York  during  the  last  3 
weeks  of  October  as  in  the  same  period  last  season. 

Up  to  November  6  a  total  of  2 .,240,000  bushels  of  1940  crop  apples  had 
been  purchased  for  relief  distribution. 

Imports  of  Canadian  apples  reached  a  peak  in  the  week  ended  October 
26  and  then  dropped  off  sharply  in  the  following  week.    This  decline  is  ex- 
pected to  continue.     Over  75  percent  of  the  Canadian  shipments  to  the  United 
States  have  consisted  of  Jonathans. 

It  appears  likely  that  the  total  amount  of  pears  available  for  fresh 
consumption  between  November  1,  1940  and  June  1,  1941  will  be  less  than  that 
available  during  the  sane  period  a  year  earlier. 

From  the  beginning  of  the  1940  Dear  season  to  October  26,  the  Surplus 
Marketing  Administration  purchased  approximately  41,000  boxes  of  California 
and  Washington  Bart  let  t  pears  and  approximately  590,000  boxes  of  late  vari- 
ety pears. 
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The  price  decline  experienced  by  grapefruit  at  the  New  York  auction 
throughout  the  month  of  October  was  seasonal  in  character.     It  was  not  due 
to  heavier  than  usual  shipments,  since  total  shipments  from  Florida  and 
Texas  in  the  period  October  6  to  November  9  were  only  93  percent  of  those 
made  in  the  comparable  period  of  1939.    Normally,  the  price  of  Florida  grape- 
fruit at  New  York  declines  from  the  beginning  of  the  season  to  February.

APPLES. 

Domestic  situation 

The  commercial  apple  crop  in  1940 3  which  was  estimated  as  of  November 
1  at  11$ .5  million  bushels,  is  approximately  19  percent  smaller  than  that  of 
a  year  earlier.     It  is  now  anticipated  that  the  1940  commercial  crop  will  be 
4  percent  larger  than  that  of  last  year  in  the  Western  States.,  36  percent 
smaller  than  that  of  last  year  in  the  Central  States,  and  24  percent  smaller 
than  that  of  last  year  in  the  Eastern  States.     Approximately  3&  percent  of 
the  1940  commercial  production  is  in  the  Western  States,  approximately  1? 
percent  is  in  the  Central  States,  and  approximately  45  percent  is  in  the 
Eastern  States. 

Although  the  total  commercial  crop  this  season  is  estimated  to  be  19 
percent  smaller  than  that  of  last  year,  an  increased  western  commercial  crop 
resulted  in  total  cold- storage  holdings,  exclusive  of  cold-storage  stocks 
held  by  the  Surplus  Marketing  Administration,  on  November  1,  1  percent 
greater  than  a  year  earlier.     Cold- storage  stocks  of  western  apples  in  the 
Pacific  States  were  10  percent  greater  on  November  1  this  year  than  on  the 
same  date  a  year  earlier,  while  commercial  production  in  these  States  was 
only  4  percent  greater  than  that  of  1939. 

Nail  and  boat  shipments  from  Western  States  (which  include  those  ap- 
ples that  are  exported  in  fresh  form)  to  date  this  season  have  totaled 
7^063^000  bushels  compared  to  7*132,000  bushels  during  the  comparable  period 
last  year.     Since  the  exports  of  fresh  apples  this  year  during  the  period 
July-Septe:  ber  were  only  24  percent  of  the  fresh  apple  exports  during  the 
same  period  in  193 9 ,  it  is  apparent  that  domestic  shipments  of  fresh  apples 
from  Western  States  have  been  greater  this  year  than  last.     Domestic  ship- 
ments from  the  Western  States  were  greater  dujtLng  the  period  October  12  to 
November  9  than  during  the  first  part  of  the  season,  and  shipments  for  this 
period  were  6  percent  greater  than  those  for  the  same  period  in  1939- 

Since  the  proportion  of  the  western  crop  in  cold  storage  on  November 
1  was  greater  than  that  of  a  year  earlier,  and  since  so  far  this  season  rail 
and  boat  shipments  of  western  apples  have  been  about  equal  to  those  of  a 
year  ago,  apparently  a  smaller  proportion  of  the  western  apple  crop  has  been 
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purchased  locally  this  year.    The  absolute  amount  of  -.vest em  apples  pur- 
chased locally-  ho- ;ever,  probably  has  been  slightly  greater  this  year  than 
last . 

Up  to  November  6  a  total  of  2,248,000  bushels  of  1940  crop  apples 
had  been  purchased  for  relief  distribution.     On  November  1  the  Surplus  Mar- 
ket in 5  Administration  held  approximately  309,000  bushels  of  apples  in  cold 
storage  in  the  Appalachian  region. 

For  the  week  ended  November  1  prices  of  all  leading  varieties  of 
western  apples  at  New  York,  vihich  declined  seasonally  during  the  last.  3 
weeks  of  October,  were  for  the  first  time  this  season  below  comparable 
prices  of  a  year  earlier.     Prices  of  these  varieties  increased  during  the 
week  ended  November  S  until  they  were  about  equal  to  comparable  prices  in 
1939.    The  seasonal  decline  in  prices  during  the  last  3  weeks  of  October 
was  relatively  greater  than  that  of  a  year  earlier  largely  because  of  the 
heavier  shipments  of  western  apples  to  New  York  and  the  larger  cold-storage 
holdings  of  western  apples  on  November  1  this  year  compared  to  last.  Un- 
loads of  western  apples  at  New  York  City  from  the  beginning  of  the  1940 
season  to  November  9  were  43  percent  greater  than  those  for  the  same  period 
in  1939.    The  normal  seasonal  trend  in  prices  is  upward  from  November  to 
the  end  of  the  season. 

The  weighted  average  auction  price  of  all  leading  varieties  of 
western  apples  at  Chicago  declined  seasonally  from  the  middle  of  October 
through  the  week  ended  November  1  and  then  remained  at  the  November  1  level 
for  the  week  ended  November  S.     The  failure  of  the  calculated  weighted  av- 
erage price  to  rise  during  the  week  ended  November  8  was  due  to  the  tremen- 
dous increase  in  the  sales  of  C  grade  '"ash in gt on  Delicious  apples  in  Chi- 
cago during  this  period.     If  the  C  grade  apple  sales  are  excluded  from  the 
calculations  of  the  weighted  average  prices  received  for  Washington  Deli- 
cious apples  on  the  Chicago  auction,  the  price  series  for  Washington  Deli- 
cious declines  from  the  week  ended  October  18  to  the  week  ended  October  25, 
and  then  rises  considerably  to  the  week  ended  November  3  instead  of  declin- 
ing through  the  week  ended  November  8  as  it  does  "..hen  the  C  grade  apples 
are  included. 

Canadian  situation 

Canadian  apple  production  in  1940  is  estimated  at  11.6  million  bush- 
els compared  with  17.4  million  bushels  in  1939.    The  Nova  Scotia  crop  is 
approximately  60  percent  smaller  than  that  of  a  year  earlier,  while  the 
British  Columbia  crop  is  almost  equal  to  that  of  1939.    The  Canadian  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  has  stated  that  the  stronger  domestic  market  in  Ontario 
and  Quebec  should  be  sufficient  to  absorb  the  reduced  1940  Nova  Scotia  crop 
at  prices  above  those  received  in  193';. 

Usually  the  United  Kin  gdom  takes  practically  all  of  the  40-45  percent 
of  the  Eritish  Columbia  crop  that  is  normally  exported;  but,  since  the 
United  Kingdom  is  closed  as  an  export  outlet  this  year,  British.  Columbia 
was  faced  with  a  large  surplus  at  the  beginning  of  the  current  season.  This 
surplus  was  particularly  acute  in  the  case  of  Jonathans ,  since  no  important 
consumer  demand  developed  for  them  in  Canada. 
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Total  Canadian  exports  this  season  up  to  October  19  amounted  to  only 
411,000  boxes,  compared  with  736,000  boxes 'in  the  same  period  last  year. 
Shipments  to  South  American  markets,  all  of  which  have  been  Delicious  aj$p3e®> 
totaled  105,000  boxes  up  to  October  19.  compared  with  54,000  boxes  a  year 
earlier.  '  Exports  to  the  United  States,  which  reached  a  peak  in  the  week 
ended  October  26  and  then  dropped  off  sharply  in  the  following  week,  totaled 
approximately  466  ..000  bushels  for  the  period  September  7  to  November  9, 
compared  with  approximately  12,000  bushels  in  the  corresponding  period  last 
year.    Over  75  percent  of  the  shipments  to  the  United  States  have  Consisted 
of  Jonathans,  which  do  not  necessarily  move  into  consumption  promptly  but 
can  be  stored  for  several  months. 

Since  Canadian  exports  to  the  United  States  have  been  priced  above 
the  Canadian  guaranteed  price,  statements  that  the  Canadian  Government  has 
been  subsidizing  apple  exports  to  the  United  States  on  a  cost-of-production 
basis  are  unfounded. 

P^ARS 

It  is  estimated  that  the  production  of  pears  other  than  Bart letts 
(fall  and  winter  varieties)  in  the  Pacific  States  was  about  6.6  million 
bushels  compared  with  6.0  million  bushels  in  1939  and  the  10-year  (1929-38) 
average  of  4.2  million  bushels.     In  1939  approximately  10  percent  of  the  fall 
and  winter  pears  went  unharvested. 

Although  the  production  of  fall  and  winter  pears  in  the  Pacific  States 
this  season  is  estimated  to  be  approximately  10  percent  greater  than  that  of 
a  vear  earlier,  a  less-than-proportionate  increase  is  indicated  in  the _ com- 
mercial pack  out  (pears  packed  for  fresh  consumption)  of  late  pears    since  a 
greater  amount  of  late  pears  have  been  canned  this  year  than  last.     The  in- 
crease in  the  amount  canned  occurred  largely  in  the  Hardy  and  Bosc  varieties. 

Ex-orts  of  all  pears  in  fresh  fruit  equivalent  totaled  262,000  bushels 
for  the  period  July-September  1940,  compared  with  1,583,000  bushels  for  the 
same  period  in  1939-     Shorts  of  pears  in  all  forms  to  South  Merxcan 
countries  to  date  this  season  have  increased  to  a  considerable  extent  ov.r 
those  for  the  same  period  in  1939. 

From  the  beginning  of  the  1940  pear  season  to  October  26,  the  Surplus 
Marketing  Administration  purchased  approximately  41,000  boxes  of  California 
and ■  SSfnttS  Bartletts/ and  approximately  590,000  boxes  of  fall  and  winter 
Variatv  Pears      The  purchases  of  fall  and  winter  pears  were  distributed  among 
varfeSs  as  follows:  (1)  Hardy  334,000  boxes;  (2    D'Anjou  103,000 boxes 

(3)  Cornice  112,000  boxes;  and  (4)  Bosc  41,000  boxes.    Wo  winter  Nelis  had 
been  purchased'up  to  October  26.     The  total  amount  of  late  pears  purchased 
this  season  through  October  26  was  33  percent  of  the  average  amount  of  all 
late  pears  (Hardy,  D'Anjou,  Cornice,  Bosc,  .and  Metis)  exported  per  year  for  t. 
period  S34-3S  and  it  was  47  percent  of  the  average  amount  exported  during 

r5-y       U934-38)  period  of *  the  four  varieties  purchased      By  varieties, 
purchases  of  late  pears  through  October  26,  1940  are  the  following  PjrcjoUj 
of  the  average  amounts  exported  in  the  entire  season  durin,  the  5-year  (1934 
period:  (l)  Hardy  85  percent;  (2)  D'Anjou  15  percent;  (3)  Bosc  78  percent, 

(4)  Cornice  83  percent. 

Lar^e  purchases  of  pears  for  relief  distribution  coupled  with  a  great 
than  norma!  amount  of  late  pears  taken  by  canners  resulted  in  cold  storage 
holdings  of  all  pears  on  November  1,  18  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier. 
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Since  2,687,000  bushels  of  pears-were  in  cold  storage  on  November  1, 
1939,  and  since  exports  of  pears  from  November  1,  1939  to  June  1,  1940  totalei 
approximately  523,000  bushels,  -it  appears  that  about  2, 16/+, 000  bushels  of 
domestic  pears  were  consumed  in  this  country  between  November  1,  1939  and 
June  1,  19^0.     On  November  1,  1940  cold  storage  holdings  of  pears  totaled 
488,000  bushels  less  than  on  November  1,  1939.    Since  there  will  undoubtedly 
be  some  exports  of  pears  to  Canada  and  South  America  between  November  1  and 
June  1,  the  total  amount  of  pears  available  for  fresh  consumption  between 
November  1,  1940,  and  June  1,  ±9L±  is  likely  to  be  less  than  that  available 
during  the  same  period  a  year  earlier. 

The  weighted  average  auction  price  per  box  of  Hardy  pears  declined 
contra-seascnally  from  $1.85  in  September  to  £1-79  in  October.     The  prices 
of  D'Anjou's  and  Bcsc'  increased  seasonally  from  September  to  October.  The 
prices  of  these  three  varieties  increased  during  the  week  ended  November  8 
over  the  week  ended  November  1,  and  at  this  time  were  higher  then  prices  for 
the  comparable  week  in  1939. 

CITRUS 

The  November  1  estimates  of  orange  and  grapefruit  production  were 
practically  the  same  as  those  made  a  month  earlier.    Orange  production, 
exclusive  of  California  Valencias,  is.  estimated  as  of  November  I  at  56 
million  boxes,  and  grapefruit  production  as  of  the  same  date  is  estimated 
at  42.4  million  boxes.    On  an  apple  marketing  year  basis  (July-June)  the 
combined  production  of  oranges  and  grapefruit  for  1940-41  is  estimated  at 
4,941,000  tens,  or  18  percent  above  that  of  1939,  ?iid  1.6  percent  below  that 
of  1938. 

Shipments  of  Florida  oranges  this  year  started  a  month  later  than 
those  of  last  year,  and  shipments  of  Texas  oranges  started  a  week  later  this 
year  than  last.     During  the  first  5  weeks  of  this  season  Florida  and  Texas 
shipments  of  oranges  were  5  percent,  less  than  those  for  the  first  5  weeks 
of  the  1939  season. 

Since  a  large  proportion  go  to  Canada,  exports  of  fresh  oranges 
and  fresh  grapefruit  have  not  suffered  the  severe  decline  this  ssa.scn  that 
other  fruit  exports  have.    Because  of  the  loss  of  their  principal  market, 
the  United  Kingdom,  experts  of  canned  grapefruit  from  July-September  were 
negligible  in  comparison  to  those  in  the  same  period  of  previous  years. 

Prices  of  Florida  oranges  at  the  New  York  auction  averaged  $2.37  for 
the  week  ended  November  8  compared  with  an  average  of  $1-82  for  the  corres- 
ponding week  of  1939-    Although  the  November  1  estimate  of  early  and  mid- 
season  orange  production  in  Florida  is  greater  than  the  final  estimate  of 
Florida  early  and  mid-season  orange  production  in  1939,  it  is  approximately 
1,000,000  boxes  less  than  the  estimate  made  as  of  November  1,  1939.  The 
freeze  in  the  latter  part  of  January  1939  resulted  in  a  drastic  reduction 
in  the  final  estimate  of  orange  production  in  Elerica. 

The  price  decline  experienced  by  grapefruit  at  the  New  York  auction 
throughout  the  month  of  October  was  seasonal  in  character.     It  was  not  due  to 
heavier  than  usual  shipments  since  total  shipments  from  Florida  and  Texas  in 
the  period  October  6  to  November  9  were  only  98  percent  of  those  made  in  the 
comparable  period  in  1939..    Normally' the  price  of  Florida  grapefruit  at 
New  York  declines  from  the  beginning  of  the  season  to  February.
